It was not DecesB«ry to put imy foreign 
stamp on these home made goods. Bat 
Oaliternitns Ihcirnoelves are not over- 
borne with State pride when they prefer 
Eastern made articles to those made at 
home. They do this ia a great number 
oi instances. For yours it has been in- 
sisted that thsre must be a greater range 
of manufacturing in this State. 


When a citizen starts a new factory, 


the first difficulty that he encounter* is 
ihat he cannot got the home patronage. 
[Is does not iind that local pride will 
turn patronage toward his establish- 
ment. Ha wonders why there is not 
tomo discrimination in his favor. That 


pedance has baen encountered hun- 


dreds of times in this State. There ia 
no strong disposition to pall together. 
Bnt the Californlan when 
ho goes 


abroad, generally talks well for bis 
>tate. He dwells on its climate and re- 
ource*, while his preference may bo 
iveu lor branda of goodg that huva no 
'aliioroia stamp on them.

(hat do not need any advertising. 
The 


quality of California fruit is j tut about 
as well known abroad ai at home. No 
ano qaeatloni the quality ci wheat or 
barley grown in the State. The climate 
baa baen well advonis»J. Thara never 
hag boen enough local pride to insist that 
California wine shall be sold an such 
and not under auy false and foreign 
bra ml. 80 mu years ago the fruit can- 
ning business was greatly injured in 
this Biate because certain 'canaers pro- 
ceeded on the theory that anything in 
the fruit line sent across the cauatry, 
would go in Eastern markets. It came 
to this finally that particular brand) 
had tha c*ll becanss they were known 
to be honest. But the fact that canned 
goods bore a California stamp, for a 
time bad no weight. There was not 
enough Btate pride to make; and 
pre- 


serve a reputation for tha bsat.

•Get the beit." Why mould they not 
produce tha beat of everything that 
they hare to aend to market?

The denartDaent goc to 
work speedily, but a good deal of wotsr 
wns spiiled on tne building before ihe 
flames were got under control. The stores 
on the ground floor were not damaged ex- 
cept by water, wliicli poured into some o! 
them and injured the stocks considerably. 


The lire was under control by 1.80 o'c-lock 
this morning, but an hour later some ex- 
cited iurlivulual soundad anotaer alarm, 
which proved to be needless. 
Among the occnpunts of the upper floor 
who were so unceremoniously driven into 
the streets weru Mrs. JS1. K. jonoa and her 
daughters, Misses Clara and Pet Jones. 
Miss Clara jones was one of the first to 
di-scovor tne Uumes, which she said broke 
out in a smalt laundry used as a store- 
room. When aba saw the five it was lo- 
cated in that room, but hud spread on 
either Bide through tti« roof.

benquot of buainnaa mon in Detroit, 
drew tbo hnea very sharply between bi- 
motnlliata and monometalllsts.

That 
experience baa been encountered huu- 
drede of times in this State. There ia 
no strong disposition to pull togethar. 
But the Californlfln< when 
ho goes 


abroad, generally talks well for bis 
State. Ho dwells on ita climate and re- 
gourcee, while his preference may be 
given for brands of goods that huva no 
California stnmp on them. 


There are products of this State 


that do not need any advertising.

Thare never 
haa bean enough local pride to insist that 
California wine shall be sold as such 
and not under any falsa and foreign 
braud.

There ia juet now a disposition to con- 


gratulate the State on Us good standing 
abroad. The bonila of loading cities aro 
eagerly sought nsaafo investments. Cal.' 
fornia has no large debt. Even munici- 
pal debts are comparatively email. It is 
a pity that State prido does not havo a 
stronger business application. A few 
yeara ago certain articles woro manufac- 
tured in thia State that woro sold abroad 
on the homo stamp. For instance, Call 
ferula blankota were sold na anch, anJ 
wore sought in the Eastern markets. 
It wna not necessary to put any foreign 
ntamp on these homo made goods. But 
Caliiornians thomoelvea aro not over- 
borne with State prido when thoy prefer 
Eastern made articles to those made at 
home. They do this in a great nnmber 
of instances. For years it has been in- 
sisted that there must be a greater rango 
of manufacturing in this State. 


When a citizen atarts a new factory, 


the first difficulty that ho encounters if) 
that he cannot got the home patronage. 
He does not find that local prido will 
turn patronage toward his establish- 
ment. Ho -wonders why there ia not 
some discrimination in his favor. 
That 


acperience has baen encountered hun- 
dreds of times in this State. Thero ia 
no strong disposition to pull together, 
iut tho Cilifornlan- when 
ho goes 


abroad, generally talks well for bia 
State. Ho dwells on its climate nnd ro- 
ource", while his preference may ba 
Civen for brands of goods that huve no 
/aliioroia stamp on them. 
'There are products of thia 
State 


(hat do not need any advertising. 
The 


quality of California fruit ia juU about 
aa well known abroad as at home. 
No 


one questions the quality oi wheat or 
barley grown in the State. Thedimate 
has boen well advertise,!. Tharo never 
hat been enough local pride to insist that 
California wine shall be sold aa such 
and not under any falsa and foroiRu 
brand. Some yeara ago tho fruit can- 
ning business was greatly Injured in 
this Smto because certain 'canaera pro- 
ceeded on the theory that anything in 
tho fruit lino sent across the country, 
would go in Eistern markets. It came 
to this finally that particular brandi 
had the call because they were known 
to be honest. But the fact that canned 
goods bore a California stamp, for a 
time had no weighi. There was not 
enough State pride to mak* and pre- 
serve • repcitation for the bsst. 


Tha motto of most Californlans is: 


"Get the best." Why should they not 
produce tha best oi everything that 
they have to send to market? With all 
theee drawbacks, California has a good 
standing' in the markets of tho world. 
Thews are good Haa* ot credit. Mer- 
chants pay their debte abroad in honest 
money. Bankers hnve Iho best of cor- 
respondents. Capital has bean leekin g 
the. State far safe investments.
